Washington, D. C The claim of
liquor men that moonshining is on
the increase, particularly in Prohibi-
tion states, is not borne out by the
Commissioner of Internal Revenue.
According to this official, 3,754 illicit
tills were seized in 1915 and 2,595

In 1916, a reduction of 1,159. Of

this reduction 906 were in Prohibi-
tion states. Not a seizure was made
In the prohibition states of Arizona,
Colorado, Idaho, Iowa, "" Kansas,
Maine, North Dakota, Oregon and
Washington.

The number of gallons of illicit
liquor seized in 1915 was 34,381, and
in 1916, 28,868, a reduction of 5,513.
Of this reduction 4,738 gallons is to
the credit of states that became dry
January 1, 1916.
